“That the Canadian Thoroughbred Horse Soeiet.v 
is keenl.v alive to the necessity for the lifting r>f th«‘ 
ban is shown by the activit.v of that organization, 
which, with others, is to make declaration to the 
government attesting to the disastrous effect on the 
horse breeding industry the cessation has caused. 

“It was stated during the jirogress of a meeting 
of the society tlmt in Htlti. 5!).‘..3tMl was given in 
imrses for_ Canadian bred and owned horses, as 
against $*!.■>. l.TO ho;t .vear. That the farmer and 
breeder need enconr.-igenient amt financial assistance 
for till' s|H'eding np of priMlnction was shown by the 
fact that several .\merican racing assis-iations have 
found occasion to iirovide races for Canadian-bred 
horses as an encouragement to breeders, this chance 
Is'ing denied them at home. 

WHAT THE EIGURES SHOW, 

“The rejiort presented by Secretary T. .1. Macalie 
showed a slight increase in registration and mem - 
liershi|is paid as comiiared with Ihlti, but a consid- 
erable n'ductiou from the iirevions year. The fig- 
ures. the re|«irt said. Tvflected a strong eviiiem-e of 
the effects of the great war on the thoroughbred in- 
dustry of Canada, and now that parliament has. 
during the last year, legislated against racing for 
the duration of the war. the natural tendenc.v on 
the part of brcedep< will Ih'. for the time being, at 
an.v rate, to refrain from adding to their studs b.v 
aii.v iucri'asi' in tin* nmnls'r of brooilmares. 

‘Ill fact, some prominent breeders have lieen 
graduall.v disiaising of their hriaid stock for niontlis 
past, and abandoning entirel.v their interest in the 
indnstr.T. This featmv. of course, is laiiii'iit- 
able. considering how much Canada in reeent .vears 
has drawn the attention of other countries to their 
native stis-k. and e.xporters have risked consign 
incuts of bliKid stock to be ship|ied and dis[M»sed of 
to improve the native stock.’ 

“With Kngland's stock of light horses for remount 
and saddle purposes almost detileted, and all Euro- 
pean countries seeking to replenish their stocks in 
the .vears sm-cceding the termination of the war. it 
was the consensus that, with encouragement offered 
to (‘anadian breeders, the.v would In* in a iiositioii 
to furnish suitable materuil to supply the demand 
which must surely arise. 

“.\fti'r iTcounting the action of the government of 

• treat Hritain in giving ear to the representations 
of the breeders and recognizing the national ini 
portalice of the industry b.v resinning rai-ing after 
a short interruption, it was shown that the society 
should record its view as to the need of a remedial 
solution for what could oiii.v !«• a c.ilaniit.v if it 
resulted in allowing breeders to disband their studs 
and giving up their interests. 

“<)a motion of H. M. Uobinson. seconded b.v .lames 
Itoviard of Itraniiiton. it was agreed that steps 
should 1 m' taken to place the conditions iM-fore the 
proper authorities, the mover (lointing out that tlie 
pieseut provincial dail.v license fee was prohibitive 
of racing for even trifling piirisise. there being no 
means of revenue. 

TO CO-OPERATE WITH BREEDERS. 

“The members were not backward, however, in 
inentioning the fact that sonic tracks did not do 
racing an.v good and they said they did not want 
to see tracks on ever.v street corner. It was agreed 
that the resuni|ition of racing meant under condi 
tions as the.v existed Iiefore the war, with lietting 
to lie allowed. The association is to co-oiK*rate with 
pure breed societies in an effort to get a limited 
niinilM'r of da.vs’ racing.

U. S. Army Officers Appear Before 
Maryland Senate Committee. 

Declare That Enactment of Any 
Law Against Continuance of 
Sport Would Be Calamity. 



I Aiiiiiipolis. Md.. February 15. — Probahl.v as fini* a 
defense of horse racing as has ever In'cn made in 
this coiiiifr.v was made here Wednesday afterniMui 
when_ ixinie of the most ilistingiiished officers in 
the fnited States army apiieared Iiefore the jiidieial 
proceedings eoniniittee of tlie state senate in op|io- 
sition to the anti-betting bill now pending In the 
legislature, and declared that the enactment of an.v 
law wliieh would result in the aliamlonment of the 
sport in Alaryland w'oiild lie ti calamity. 

Tlie officers who attended the hearing were Gen. 
.Andrew Hero of the 1.54tli artillery brigade; his 
adjutant, Maj. G. A. Taylor; Col. Ra.vmoiul A\'. 
Briggs of tlie 311th field artillery; his aide, Lieut. 
William Coeliran. and Maj. C. 15. Wing and Capt. 
A. A. Peters, both of the engineer corps. 

• Jeneral Hero nttemled as Hie iiersonal representa- 
tive of Brigadier-General Nieholson. eommander of 
Cani)i Meade, and one of the most famous horse- 
men ill the army. 

General Hero made one of the priiicipnl addresse.s 
Iiefore the committee. Othi'rs who spoke were Colo- 
nel Briggs, Major Wing. J. H. .Anderson. O’Xeill 
Sevier, II. G. Bedwell, who trains the horses of 
Commander J. K. L. Ross of the British army, and 
Dr. Ilenr.v J. MeCarth.v. a noted veterinarian. Sev- 
eral of the moralists who are advocating the anti- 
iM'lting bill were on hand and endeavored to heckle 
the sjieakers, lint without success. 

D .>\y 5 k-thc iimiiiimous opinion of the army offi- 
isTs ami others who s|Mike in favor of ra< iiig that 
nothing should be done at this time that might in 
an.v wa.v result iii diseoiirugiiig the breeding of 
thuronghhreds wlien tlie army needs every horse it 
<-an get. espeeiall.v as thoronghlireds and thorough - 
bred crosses have shown themselves to lie the most 
satisfai'tor.v horses known for military pnriMises. 

.Arguing that only through racing ••an the fitness 
of liorsos for liieediiig purposes lie detenu iiied. one 
of the s|ieakers declared that any person who at 
this time undertakes to put au end to racing in 
Mar.vlaiKl i-onies close to being unpatriotie. 

• Jeneral Hero, after stating thiit he had <ome to 
.Annapolis at tlie reciuest of General Nieholson. <le- 
elared that he eonld not say a Ix'tter word for the 
thoroughbred than to ipiote the man he represented. 

SAME EFFECT AS KILLING WHEAT CROP. 

“General .Nieholson said to me a few da.vs ago,” 
said General Hero, “that the effect on the horse 
world of the abolition of racing would lie about the 
same as would he the effect on the wheat crop of 
killing off all the iM'onle in the I’nited States.” 

General Hero then went on to sa.v that the abo- 
lition of racing would eertainl.v dim tlie niilitar.v 
efficieiK'.v of the eountr.v. Tliereafter lio told what 
German.v. Fraiiee and other foreign eonntries have 
done in the way of eneoiiraging tlie racing of 
thoronghlired liorses for no otlier ininsisi' tlian to

France. 

-Mr. .Anderson, as did all of the other speakers, 
also made a splendid di'fense of racing, rehearsing 
miirh of the histor.v of tlie sport in this stab'. Sir. 
Sevier seemcil to iniiiress tlie ci'iiiiiiitteenien pi'o- 
foiindl.v when he said tliat, wliereas from S to 31 
per i-ent of tlie coldbliHsh'd horses slii|ipcd to Eu-

••I attrilnite mv heallli amt vitality to tlie forty 
years tliat I spent on tlie turf.” said he. ••Tin* 
eonstaiir outdoor life, the exeiteiiieiit atteiidailt upon 
tin* slMirt and the ever-t>reseiit spirit of goml-fellow- 
ship are. in my oidiiion, resisin'dl'le for my iiresent 
ea|ialdiities. I feel i*very i-oiifideiiei* that 1 yet ha\e 
some distiim-e to go la-fi'ire i-ashing in life’s i-lieeks.” 

Wliile tills eoiiversatioii was going on. Mr. Davis 
was liiisily engaged in a game of tliree-eiishion hil 
liards and. tiol withstanding ids eiglity-one years, 
lie frequently made nms of two. tlir<*e ami four 
ami. what is more remarkable, without tin* aid of 
glasses.

••Tlie only adviee T can give to those just entering 
the tmsiiiess is not to stride too far fiiiaiu-ially in an 
effort to iiiiiass a fortune. Keep well witliin tin* 
iHiiinds of i-iipital in siieeulatiiig on horses, tliereby 
avoiding tlie woiTies of debt. IVorrying is a tax on 
tlie system. I disi-overed tliis earl.v, amt laid m.v 
plans in my first years of racing never to transact 
aii.v bnsiin-ss tliat I could not meet ami Imr.v the 
im-ideiit at a moment’s notice, if fate was not fa- 
vorable to me. 

‘•Ry leading a quiet, imnlerate life there is no 
telling how long a man of tlie turf will live, and if 
lie lias never taken the snieidul ‘finaneial stride’ 
111* will Im* held in as nnu-li respect as anyone in 
other professions.”
